DX News 


Two Japanese stations will be operating from Ho Chi Minh City in Vietnam early in 
November. Firstly from 1 — 9 November look for XV2CNH operated by JA6CNH. 
Then from 2 — 8 November XV2NHL will be operated by JA3NHL. QSLs in both 
cases go via the home calls. 


The Austral Islands will be activated by K3EL and VE7DS from 30 October — 6 
November. They will use the callsign TX5RV and be active mainly on CW. The IOTA 


reference is OC-114. QSL Manager is MOURX. 


A multi-national team will sign 5JOR from the San Andres Archipelago from 1 — 10 
November. San Andres is a separate DXCC entity and is located in the Caribbean near 
Columbia. QSLs go via EAS5RM. 


SPSBTB is QRV from Sierra Leone as 9L1BTB until 10 November. He is operating 
from Freetown on 20m and 15m and QSLs go via the home call.
